SPARKS FROM MARK: 


This is the last part or section of the new 
pastoral council guidelines for Our Lady of the 
Black Hills. 


Relation to the Staff, Finance Council, 
Ministries and Groups. The pastor consults 
others besides the Pastoral Council about parish 
governance. 

Parish Staff: 

The pastor relies upon the parish staff for their 
expertise and consults them daily about the 
management of parish operations. He may 
occasionally ask parish staff members to attend 
council meetings in order to put their 
knowledge at the service of the Pastoral 
Council. The parish staff will also be connected 
with the parish committees, ministries and 
groups. 

Finance Council: 

Finance Council develops, monitors and reports 
on the parish budget. Finance Council members 
are chosen and appointed for their technical 
skills in the realm of accounting and finance. 

The Pastoral Council engages the Finance 
Committee as deemed necessary in the planning 
process. The Finance Committee will engage 
the Pastoral Council as necessary in monitoring 
and implementing the budget process. 

Committees. Ministries and Groups: 

The Pastoral Council will bring together the 
leadership of these various groups twice during 
the year, and connects with them at other times 
as necessary. 

Parish Community: 

The Pastoral Council will communicate with 
and report to the parish community not less than 
once a year. 

Parish Assembly: 

The Pastoral Council will bring together all 
committees, ministries, and groups, or 
representatives from all groups, and the 
members of the parish community for an 
assembly every two years or as needed. The 
purpose of the parish assembly is to solicit input 
and report progress in relation to the vision and 
mission set forth by the Pastoral Council. 

Meeting: 

The Pastoral Council meets once a month from 
September to May. Meetings are two hours in 
length. Between the monthly meetings, council 
members are expected to follow up on previous 
meetings and prepare for the next. There will 
be a scheduled retreat each year in September.

Twenty-Eighth Sunday in Ordinary Time 
October 12, 2003 

Scripture 

"Beyond health and comeliness I loved her. And 
I chose to have her rather than the light, because 
the splendor of her never yields to sleep, 
(Wisdom 7:10) 

"Teach us to count our days aright, that we may 
gain wisdom of heart. (Psalm 90:15) 

"Indeed, the word of God is living and effective, 
sharper than any two-edged sword, penetrating 
even between soul and spirit, joints and marrow, 
and able to discern reflections and thoughts of 
the heart. (Hebrews 44:12) 

""Then who can be saved?" Jesus looked at 
them and said, "For human beings it is 
impossible, but not for God. All things are 
possible for God." (Mark 10:26b,27) 

Reflection 

"What is beyond health, beauty and unlike 
daylight never rests? 

"Do you count days, make days count, or use a 
different scale? 

"What penetrates inmost self ("between soul 
and spirit") perceiving reflections and thoughts 
of the heart? (Note: reflections and thoughts are 
hard to see!) How do you find what is true in 
your heart? 

"What is impossible but possible? 

Stumbling under the weight of contradictions in 
our lives, for a fleeting moment we gl impsed 
the possibility of building within ourselves a 
place of simplicity and light. Horrified at our 
own selfishness, we burst asunder the chains of 
the senses, at least in our desire, and glimpsed 
the possibility of true freedom and love. Bored 
by a middle-class conformist life, we suddenly 
saw ourselves on the streets of the world - 
bearers of a message of light and love, love of 
all sisters and brothers, and ready to offer on the 
altar of unconditional love, the witness of a life 
in which the primacy of poverty and love would 
make communicating and relating an easy 
matter. This is when Francis enters our lives in 
some way. It would not be easy to find a 
Christian - Catholic, Protestant, or Orthodox — 
who has never identified with the figure of 
Francis of Assisi, and who has not in some 
measure desired to imitate him. ... I think that 
Francis of Assisi is in the depths of every 
human being, for all are touched by grace - just 
as the call to holiness is in the depths of every 
human being. (Carlos Carretto)
